I aleep till half-pagt three, and am again 
awakened. Says a hoesrse voice, ‘Turn 
put, squadron.” For half an hour tho ten

All the flies are awnkened at five. J feel 
a buzz in the car and’ « twitch on, the nage. 
{ put the sheet over yoy head, but the flies 
craw] ap my logs, 

Itis. aylight now, but there isa bite in 
the sultry airy The strong. bulwark. of 
Lombard’s Kop is swathed in stagnant mist, 

T vide out under the already. heavy: sun 
and scramble over the stoncs te the hilltop 
where the Highlanders ave putting tho 
finishing touch'to the new laager. Active 
kilted figures aro piling sind bags, cutting 
bushes, and dragging it together for ao 
.zariba. 

1 -deseond tho yrassy flat at a gallop 
through great, black herds of lazy cuttle, 
watehed . by lnzy blacks, grazing on the 
uogutlral ground between us und the eneny, 

A few spots are scured by shells from 
points whore tho Boers creop up during tho 
hight, ‘They are now falling buck before 
our patrols, tho crack of whose rifles sounds 
mouflled in the lifeless air.

THE MURDER OF AN ENGLISH 
“= "> “MISSIONARY. 


BRUTAL TREATMENT BY THE CHINESE MOU. 


. Curnayro, January 4. 

My telegram of yesterday regarding tha 
murder of Mr Brooks will bo old news 
before this reaches you, but some of the 
partieulurs sq far as wa-havo received them 
will bs kwked for by the outer world. 
Mr Brooks iaan Englishman, a member of 
the Anglican Mission.’ He’ fins tocn in 
China bo years and a-half, which timo 
has been-apent at ‘Laianfu, and P*ingyin, 
Shautung, Mr Brovks spentChristmas with 
hia sister Mrs Brown in Taianfu, and left 
there on Friday tp return to his station at 
Ptingyin, which is about 160 44 west. Ifo 
sas riding a donkey, and on Saturday about, 
10 o’cluck passing w village by the name of 
Changehiation ho was set upon by about 
thirty men, armed with knives. momborsof 
tho ¢ Big Knifo. Society’ or ‘ Boxers.’ 
He fled to » tomple in the village, and 
pleaded for hela from the head men, who 
not only refused help, but ojected kim from 
the temple. The Boxers then tock his 
clothes, snd gavo lim but seanty covering 
for his buty. He resisted them in some 


moasure, bit could ‘not escape, and was, 
wounded in the head, They carried him 
away tuzanother village, boring a holo 
throagh his noso in which. they fastenod a 
rope by which they led him about. 

Whilo they were eating their noon meal 
Mr Brooks managed to secure his release 
avd rau away from thom, but was pursued 
by threeaorsemen. He took refuge in a 
decp gully, but his. pursuers coming up 
killed bim at once with swords, cutting off 
his head. Me Brovls had offered. them 
money to bo ehim, but they did net 
want money; they wanted lis life, they 
wore on murder bent, and did nat stop 
antil they had carried out their heinous 
intent.
